The success which bas attended the system of remedial 
training in converting criminals into usefal members of so- 
ciety, is as well known asit is gratifying to every lover of so- 
cial progress. Three institutions are necessary to the system : 
the Reformatory Schools which are at least preventive, the 
Convict Prison, which is corrective, and the Reformatory 
Asylum, which as confirmately is essential to its complete de 
velopment. It is desirable that Protestants. asj well as Ro- 
man Catholics, should have the benefit of each of these ce- 
woke Wy of the system, The Roman Catholics have estab- 
ished a flourishing Reformatary Asyluin at Golden-bridge, 
or members of their communion who have been discharged 
from prison ; it is surely incumbent upon Protestants to es- 
tablish a similar institution. This is now being attempted, 
and the present system of prison discipline holds out to:the 
inmates as an encouragement to good conduct the remission 
of a portion of the term of penal servitude ; the period so re- 
mitted to be we in the ro ama liberty oí the Asvlum, 
as a preparationfor again enjoying the privi and respon- 
sibitities of a social abies. When established, the Pro- 
testant Reformatory Asylum may be expected to be almost 
self-supporting, and like the schools subsidized by govern- 
ment. The mittee now trusts that the public will see 
the necessity of the institution, that its claims will be recog- 
nised, and that the requisite funds will be contributed.

We wish we could think that the worst dangers 
which the future has in store for England are Chi- 
nese outrages or Sepoy mutinies, or even a French 
invasion. However unprepared these assaults may 
find us, however disastrous they may be in their 
first issue, there is that in the native vigour of our 
race, and in the spirit caught from our free institu- 
tions, that enables us, and we trust always will enable 
us, to get the better of them. But freedom has its 
own dangers, and the very qualities of race that have 
conferred on England a foremost place among the 
nations of the earth may come one day to be turned 
against herself. What if the unflinching courage, the 
self-reliance, the capacity of enduring all extremities, 
the fidelity to a cause once adopted, the na- 
tional character, in a word, which has here- 
tofere proved our safety and our boast, should ever 
come to be employed, not in subduing an Eastern 
horde or repelling a foreign invader, but in waging 
an internecine war between two classes of our own 
population? The greatness of England is built on, 
at least it is inseparably bound up with, her indus- 
trial prosperity. What if that prosperity should be 
undermined, now in this direction, now in that, by 
suicidal combinations of labour against capital, and of 
capital against labour? Combinations, we know, 
cannot permanently disturb the action of economic 
laws. They cannot maintain either the wages of 
labour or the profits of capital at a higher point than 
that which, at any given place and time, those laws 
determine. But they can, and often do, effect this 
disturbance for a season: and to bring about this 
disturbance, which invariably rights itself by a re- 
action in the opposite sense, our countrymen on 
both sides of the Channel will be ready, as every day 
shows us, to incur the greatest sacrifices, to entail 
unspeakable evils on their families, and to lay in 
ruins that industrial supremacy which makes Eng- 
land what she is. 

We learn that another great strike is now impend- 

ing. The “loomers, twisters, beamers, and draw- 

ers” of thirty-four mills at Blackburn have announced 
their intention to strike work next Monday morning, 

unless the employers concede an advance of wages, 

varying from five to ten per cent. on the prices of 
the “standard list.” As to the propriety or impro- 

priety of the advance demanded, we do net pretend 

to have an opinion. But the operatives have tacked 

on to this demand another ofa plainly unjustifiable’ 
nature, and have enferced it by arguments that con- 
vict their whole movement as a barefaced attempt to 

establish a monopoly in their trade. They have 

passed a resolution to work in no mill in which boys 
should be taught any branch of the trade; and they 

try to justify this resolution by stating that 

at several of the mills the boys, when thus 

taught, have been retained at low wages, while the 

old hands have been dismissed. It is obvious that 

if there were any truth in this statement, the object 

proposed by the present strike would be merely to 

keep up the wages to those of the “standard list,” 

‘and not to effect an advance on them.

Blaskburn employers, indeed, may be forced to 
concede every point in dispute, and not only to ad- 
vance the existing rate of wages but to.decline ap- 
prentices. But so sure as this happens they will 
be undersold by manufacturers in other towns or 
abroad ; and be compelled either to establish their mills 
elsewhere, or to retire from the market. Such was the re 
sult in Ireland, which once enjoyed a flourishing wool- 
len manufacture, but lost it through the successful com- 
binations of the operatives. The success had no 
other effect than to transplant our trade to Black- 
burn and other English towns, many of which 
seem now quite prepared to follow in our footsteps, 
and send their trade tothe United States or across the 
German Ocean. 

Indeed, we in this quarter of the kingdom know 
much more of strikes than we could wish. We had 
once extensive shipbuilding yards in many of our 
seaport towns. They are now mostly deserted and 
in ruins, owing to repeated and long-protracted 
strikes. Glasgow and Bristol, and Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, let us hope, are the better of our loss. There 
were extensive glassworks once in Cork and Water- 
ford, as well as in this metropolis. Cork glass, in 
particular, bore a high name in the London market, 
and commanded a high price. All these works are 
shut up now, the workmen of our fathers’ time 
having bethought themselves of the notable device 
of getting ten hours’ pay for nine hours’ work, or, as 
the fashion was then, six days’ pay for five days’ 
sober, and one day drunk. The grand difficulty that 
stands this day in the way of recovering our lost 
publishing trade is the impossibility of dealing with 
the journeymen concerned. It is the same story 
with many other defunct branches of our industry. 
Let English workmen ponder on the warning, 
and pause in their present career of folly and 
selfishness. 

But of all the foolish and selfish aims that work- 
men combine to realise, the worst and silliest is that 
of making war on the rising generation, by edicts 
against apprentices. This is not merely an encroach- 
ment on the liberty of emp'loyers ; it is an assault 


you best adapted to his capacities or most promising 
to his future. You must find for him some trade 
less jealously guarded than this of ours, and if you 
cannot find such a trade, you must leave him 
without one to seek his livelihood about the streets, 
or compete with the agricultural labourer, or expa- 
triate himself to some country not cursed with the 
tyranny of trade societies.” Now, it is idle to ask 
what right has any one trade, or all trades, thus to 
shut the door of hope against the youth of the la- 
bouring classes. But it may be not unnecessary to 


no amount of organisation among trade societies 
which can operate long in keeping up a trade mono- 
poly. The moment such a monopoly has begun to 
produce any visible effects in raising the rate of wages 
in a trade, that moment a tenfold pressure is exerted 
on that trade by all the other labouring classes. 
Parents will soon find means of introducing “their 
children into it, and employers will find apprentices 
willing to work at it for no hire beyond the reward 
of acquiring it. The chances are, that a re-action 
will set in, and in a few years the trade 


will be as much overstocked as it had been 
thinned. On the contrary, if a trade be overrun 


with apprentices, or be liable, as the Blackburn 
hands allege theirs is, to be inundated with boys 
who have picked up their business in a few weeks, 
the fact that it is so overrun, or is liable to such a 
contingency, is the most effectual protection against 
any new hand voluntarily entering it. 

Louis Napoxeon has fulfilled our predictions. 

The Moniteur announces that twelve thousand 
French troops are to be forthwith despatched to 
China, to co-operate with our forces in exacting 
ample reparation for the barbarous treachery of the 
Chinese. This intelligence is in the highest degree 
important and significant. On the one hand, the 
promptitude of the French Emperor, in despatching so 
large a body of troops, without a moment’s hesitation, 
just at the termination of a sanguinary and costly cam- 
paign, and at a time when peace is most uncertain, 
and the flower of his forces still absent on a foreign 
soil, proves at once his jealousy for the national ho- 
nour, the magnitude and completeness of his resources» 
and his confident trust in his own position and 
destiny. 

So far, then, as our ally is concerned, our anticipa- 
tions have been realised. What steps is England 
about to take? Whatever she may do, we trust she 
will not adopt the policy suggested by the Zimes. 
That journal, in three different leaders, proposes three 
different courses. First---That retribution should 
be postponed until next year ; Secondly--- That 
India should provide the requisite forces; or, Thirdly--- 
That France should furnish men, and England trans- 
ports. | 
To adopt any of these three courses would be vir- 
tually to admit that the British Empire was so poor 
in money or in men as to be unable to avenge with 
promptitude the wrongs inflicted upon her. Nothing is 
} more essential to the English nation at the present mo- 
ment than the maintenance of her prestige. That pres- 
tige has been considerably damaged in late years, and 
would be irremediably lost, if for any consideration, 
economical or otherwise, a defeat sustained by 
British forces be not promptly avenged by the British 
nation. 

Valuable aid might, indeed, be obtained from 
India by the adoption of the proposal that we have 
more than once suggested---namely, the securing for

British troops now claiming their discharge from the 
Indian army. In no other way could India render us 
assistance. She cannot spare a single man. Lord

Navy :— ! 
When it is said we aré not a military nation, the 
meaning of the assertion, if we sift it, is mainly that we 
make military service in this country entirely voluntary 
that is to say, that we put our military spirit to a 
more trying test than any tinental nation does. No 
nation could undergo this test and long be called a mili- 
tary nation. The so-called “‘ military nations ” will not

simple fact, and a very natural fact, that the great mass 
of people prefer home and peace to marching and fight- 
ing, Whether they be English or French, Germans or 
Russians. 
On looking about us, then, we find a considerable body 
of young men in this country brought up and educated 
by the charityof the State. ; One large body is brought up 
in our workhouses. Does’ this great benefit of State 
maintenance and education constitute no claim what- 
ever on the part of the nation to the services of this 
body, if they are really wanted for a national purpose? 
It would be paradoxical to deny this. If weshrink from 
making use of such a claim jn the present case, it can- 
not be from any doubt of its justice; it can only be on ac- 
count of some reasons lying against this particular service. 
But what are those reasons? Can any be brought for- 
ward that will stand a fair examination? 
there to be said against tir ha service as an occupation 
and calling ? We all agreeithat it is a highly honourable 
service—a strictly necessary service. Couldwe do 
without war altogether,! a soldier would be the 
most gratuitous thing imaginable, and therefore no 
claim could justify training up any set of youths for 
either army or navy. But,'if we must have an army and 
a navy, and if the voluntary principle does not supply 


them completely, on whom have we greater 
claims to fill up the deficiency than on the 
fosier children of the 'country—those whom the 


nation has rescued from want, and brought up with all 
the care of a parent, «nd ‘often, in fact, with a great 
deal more attention both to body and to mind than 
would have beenreceived at home? Our workhouses 
—our country workhouses especially-—-have ceased to 
be mere places where life was supported, and have 
become philanthropical institutions; they give their 
children much better food than they would get at home, 
and that is no bad element in the training of a soldier 
or sailor ; a workhouse-trained body of young men 
would in all probability be stronger in muscle and con- 
stitution than any average sample ofour poor-class youth. 
You know that they have always had a plain 
and simple, but still a perfectly wholesome, nutritious 
diet. ‘They have also had at the least as good an edu- 
‘cation as the average of our poor; workhouse schools 
have as good schoolmasters and schoolmistresses as or- 
dinary parish schools have} and they have often more 
in proportion to the numbers of pupils. If our own 
claim, then, to the service of this class is a good one, 
as we think it is, neither the military nor naval pro- 
fession need raise any ebjection. Thencome our refor- 
matories. We do not wish to class workhouses and refor- 
matories together ; still, considering the very juvenile 
character of the offences which sené boys into reformato- 
ries, there is nothing at all to show that, with the excel- 
lent discipline of which they have had the benefit. 
these boys may not make capital soldiers and sailors. 
The very wildness which has brought them within those 
walls, their audacity, quickness, and cunning, brought

The Daily News upon the Disaster in China :--- 


The French account of, the repulse of the allies at 
the Peiho adds but little to our knowledge of the 
military operations of June 25, but it supplies some 
facts of interest respecting the conduct of the Chinese 
and the intercourse of the Adiniral and the Ambassadors 
with them just before those events. It was on the 17th 
of June that Admira! Hope arrived at the mouth of the 
Peiho. During the three days which dlapsed before he 
was joined by the Ambassadors he had been in communi- 
cation with the inferior Chinese authorities on shore, 
and satisfied himself by their evasive replies that the 
Imperial Government did: not intend to permit our 
advance towards the capital. As we now learn, the 
resolution to force*the passage of the river was taken 
in a conferenceof the Ministers with the Admiral on the 
21st, so that we may assume that three clear days 
were employed in preparations for the attack. On the 
22nd the Chinese local authorities were formally sum- 
moned to remove the barriers from the river without 
delay, the Admiral announcing that in their default 
he should perform that operation himself, an appeal 
to which no reply was vouchsafed. Thus, it will be 
seen, plenty of time was allowed to estimate the opposi- 
tion to be expected, and weigh the chances of success. 
Admiral Hope appears to have expected that the 
engagement would resemble that of last year at the 
same place, when the well-directed fire of a dozen gun- 
boats, under Sir Michael Seymour, silenced that of the 
Chinese forts in an hour and a half, and prepared an easy 
victory for our troops on landing. The invisibility and 
death-like silence ot the Mongol garrison, and the con- 
cealment of their guns, offering so strong a contrast to 
the bluster and ostentation jof the’Tartar braves with 
whom we had to do last year, seems, however, to have 
suggested to some persons at least an unpleasant suspi- 
cion that we had tliis time to do with men of more self- 
command and resolution than the men of the south; but 
says the French writer, “it was too late to draw buck.” 

The studiously reserved fire of the forts in the fore- 
noon of the day, and its artful suspension befure the 
landing, are more remarkable than its precision and 
effect, of which several correspondent with the squadron 
have taken note. Admiral Seymour last year spoke 
with great respect of the improvement of the Chinese 
artillery. The close resemblance of this dissimulation 
and cunning to that which was fatal to our countrymen 
at Petropaulovsky is the best confirmation hitherto 
offered of the suspicion that the Mongols “ from the 
Amoor” had the advantage of foreign direction and as- 
sistance. The signal for landing on this occasion appears to 
have been given partly Muii the gunboats were notina 
condition to prolong: the — encounter, and 
partly from the belief that the forts were 
silenced. The hour of; the landing, five o'clock 
was certainly late, but Admiral Hope must 
have expected to be much more successful than Admi- 
ral Seymour, if he thought that it could have been 
effected earlier, for the interval between the commence- 
ment of the gunboat attack on the forts and the landing 
was about the same in May, 1858, and June,1859. All 
the ill consequences of disembarkation with an ebb tide 
on mud banks, and the exposure of our men to the dan- 
gers of fighting in the dark, must, therefore, be set down 
to the originally defective plan of the action. 

It is pretty clear that Admiral Hope never contem- 
plated a landing in the mud, He expected to be able to 
force the booms, and make his way up toa point where 
the tide-way contracts. Foiled in his purpose by the 
strength of the stockade andithe weight and precision of 
the enemy’s fire, he scorned to turn back, There would 
have been nothing discreditable in withdrawing to re- 
consider a plan which had been frustrated by unexpected 
obstacles, and the result sujplies overwhelming reasons 
for regretting that this course was not adopted. 
Yet the correspondent whose admirable letter we printed 
on Wednesday says that “ when the signal for landing 
was given there was not a soul in the squadron who 
doubted of our speedy victory.” Had the forts been 
really silenced, as the cessation of their fire led our people 
to suppose, this expectation, might have been realised. 
The lesson of this repulse will not be lost. We have 
hitherto treated the Chinese as if all their art and 
cunning were reserved for diplomacy, while in war 
they may be treated as children. Even at this moment 
we see no reason to raise our estimate of their 
valour, but we must be p ed to encounter more 
skill and science in our cpllisi with their troops. 
Sir Michael Seymour last year noticed the ee an ná 
ment in their material of! war, the progress is now 
extended to their tactics .

The 
subject allotted to him was, “ What may Cliristiens do 
to obtain a Revival?” He said that God had lately 
been teaching us that a revival of religion was His own 
work. “It was not by might, nor by power, but by 
His Spirit.” We should never forget this ; still it 
must be remembered that the Holy Spirit works by 
means, and it was quite plain that every Christian could 
do something towards obtaining a revival.. The speaker 
proceeded to point out some things that Christians can 
do, dwelling particularly on the necessity, impor- 
tance, and power of prayer. Fervent, believing 
prayer would most cer‘ainly bring down a revi- 
val. Prayer, to be effectual, must be fervent 
aul persevering. Hexrtless petitions would 
never effect anything. It was the effectual, fervent 
prayer of a righteous man that availed much. He _ be- 
lieved that the fervent petitions of one devout soul, ut- 
tered in seeret in the ear of God, would do more to pro- 
mote a revival than a thousand eloquent addresses 
delivered in public, amidst the plaudits of admiring 
multitudes. After speaking of the great injury that the

To this no 
reply was received, and, consequently, on the 24th, the 
Admiral took the force inside the bar, to prepare for 
operations, and gave further intimation that after eight 
o'clock in the evening, if he received no repiy, he should 
feel himself at liberty to take his own course. On the 
morning of the 25th, the vessels were placed in position. 
At 2 p.m. the Opossum opened a passage through the 
first barrier, and at 2-30 she moved up to the second 
barrier, supported by three other vessels. ‘The forts at 
once opened a simultaneous fire of not less than between 
30 and 40 guns of calibre from 32-pounders to 8-inch, on 
which the Admiral] directed the ships to engage.

fatherland. The Committee of Twelve has been charged 
with the management of ihe association.

THE LATE EMPEROR OF MOROCCO. 

The following biographical sketch of the late Emperor 
of Morocco is by the Pays:—Muley Abder Rahman was 
born in November, 1778, and was consequently 81 years 
of age. He wasonly sixteen when his father died, but 
his uncle, Mulei-Soleiman, seized the throne, and occu- 
pied it until 1822, when he died, and the nephew suc- 
ceeded. Mulei-Soleiman was so dreadfully cruel that he 
invented tortures never before heard of. Amongst 
other things he was accustomed on getting on his horse 
to pull a pistol from his holster and blow out the brains 
of the slave who had held the bridle. He was accus- 
tomed also at times to take a number of poor wretches, 
up to their 
heads ; then he had their heads and faces covered with 
honey to attract flies and other insects, and he took plea- 
sure in witnessing the torture which the unfortunate 
men endured. Muley Abder Rahman did not imitate 
this monster, and consequently acquired a reputation for 
humanity, He was possessed of political talent, and 
was able to neutralise, one against the other, the hostile 
factions of his empire. In his old age he was often en- 
gaged in disputes with France and other European

Powers. He perfectly understood the necessity 
of reducing to subjection the insurgent tribes 
of his empire who caused these conflicts; but he 
considered himself too old to undertake such a 
task. Muley Abder Rahman had 17 children. The 
eldest of his sons and his successor, Sidi Mohamed, was 
bornin 1803 and is consequently 56 years of age. He is of 
an energetic character. Several of the governors of pro- 
vinces are his enemies, and some large tribes on the west 
are hostile to him, so that he will have great diffi- 
culties to encounter in ascending the throne. Five 
years ago he went on a pilgrimage to Mecca and Medina, 
and his eldest son, by his orders, is now making a pil-

CHARLEs XII. or Swepen.—A letter from Stockholm 
says :—‘“ By permission of the King, and on demand of 
Mr. Fryxell, the historian, the tomb of Charles XII. in 
the church of Riddarholm, has been opened in order to 
ascertain exactly in what manner the Swedish hero 
died. The King, Prince Oscar, the Ministers, Professor 
Fryxell, three physicians, and some other personages 
were present. The medical men examined the body, 
and the result to which they arrived was that the King 
must have been struck by the fragment of a projectile in 
the left temple, and that it came out at the right oue. 
As at the moment he was killed, the King had his left 
side turned away from the fortress of Fredericksteen, 
there is some reason to suppose that he was fired at by 
one of his own men and assassinated.” 


Tue MILITIA Commission.-—In a review of the report 
of the Royal Commissioners on the militia we referred 
to the difficulty of efficiently officering militia regiments 
as a fact upen which the evidence was unanimous. This 
may appear somewhat startling to those who know 
how fond young Englishmen are of exercising command 
ina red coat ; the wonder will cease after the perusal 
of the Jevidence. The liability to be embodied, and at 
any time and on the most trifling occasions withdrawn 
from their homes and occupations. operates upon 
country gentlemen, professional men, manufacturers. 
and merchants quite as much as upon their dependants. 
But while this fact may in some degree cen- 
tribute to exclude the very classes which would 
furnish the best officers for a militia force, 
the main cause is to be found in the injustice which 
lord-lieutenants and colonels commanding commit with 
impunity in dispensation of their patronage. Promotion 
in militia goes by favour to an extent that must be sadly 
tantalising to the Horse Guards. We will quote from 
the blue -book one or fwo out of many instances of jok- 
bery which appear to have passed quite as a matter of 
course. Six captains in the 2d Somerset Militia haviog 
simultaneously sent in their resignations, in consequence 
of a junior officer (bearing the ominous name of Stanley) 
having been promoted to a majority over their heads, 
Colonel Pinney, M.P., the commanding officer, justifies 
his proceediug on the ground that one of the aggrieved 
captains was “a man who was always writing to the 
newspapers,” and that, too, under the disgraceful 
signature of “Civis Britannicus,” while another was 
disqualified by being “the son of a retired tradesman 
at Bath.” What ultimately became of “Civis Bri- 
tannicus” we are not informed, but the fate of the other 
victim deserves to be recorded in Colonel Pinney’s own 
words :—“ To show that I have not the slightest ill-will 
towards Lieutenant——.,, I may mention that, although 
he was a man who I thought might not do as captain in 
the Somersetshire Militia for various reasons, yet I re- 
commended him onthe first vacancy to the 16th Lancers, 
and he got his commission as a cornet without purchase, 
entirely owing to my recommendation : he had money 
enough to go into the 16th Lancers, and I recom- 
mended him.” The retired tradesman’s son had not, 
according to Colonel Pinny, M.P., sufficient “social 
position” for the Somersetshire Militia, but he 
would do very well for the Queen’s Lancers, and, having 
“money enough,” received his commission without 
purchase, on the gallant Colonel’s certificate, it is to be 
presumed that he was well qualified and unable to pur- 
chase it. A case, if possible worse, is that related by 
Sir A. Gordon Cumming, late a major in the Inverness 
Militia, who, together with the second major and five 
captains, had the junior captain, who had only served 
a few weeks, and had non-completed his first drill, pro- 
moted over all their heads to the command ef the re- 
giment, the perpetrator of the job being the lord lieute- 
nant of the county, and the favoured individual his 
lordship’s son. Of course the aggrieved officers 
threw up their commissions in disgust, While 
such things can be done with impunity, can it be. 
wondered at that the militiais badly officered ? Yet, the 
only suggestion which the commissioners make ap- 
on this subject is contained in a recommendation that 
when the rule of promotion by seniority shall be depart- 
ed from, the lord-lieutenant should be requested to 
furnish his reasons, as if there were any job too gross 
for excellent reasons being found and admitted for its 
justification as between a lord-lieutenant and a cabinet 
minister. It is very clear that the militia is teo large 
and too important a question to be dwelt with by a 
royal commission. A weak and inefficient militia from 
an excellent excuse for a large and powerful 
standing army; a strong and well-organized national 
force gives confidence and self-reliance to a people, 
rendering it in a great measure independent of regular 
troops. The crown and the government would, no doubt, 
prefer the former alrernative; the matter is one however 
in which the people are somewhat concerned, and which 
the country should claim its right to decide for itself —- 
Examiner. 3

THE NEWTOWNARDS HORTICULTURAL 
SHOW 


On Thursday, the annual horticultural show of the 
Newtownards Horticultural Society was held in the 
ground attached to Messrs. Dickson & Sons’ nursery, 
than which a more suitable place could hardly be found. 
The early part of the day was rather unfavourable, but 
the afternoon and evening became fine, the weather 
being all that could have been desired. 

A space of 200 feet long by 30 feet broad, or 6,000 
square feet, situated in the vicinity of the railway, was 
covered over with canvas, as a tent, in which the plants, 
fruits, flowers, &c., were exhibited. The tent was beau- 
tifully decorated with banners, flags, &c., presenting a 
gay appearance, and attracting the attention of visiters 
to the town. Within, the tent was divided with tables,on 
which the several articles sent in, either for competition, 
or exhibition were displayed. The whole was admirably 
arranged, and thesupply was exceedingly large, contrast- 
ing most favourably with shows in largerand more impor- 
tant places. There were noless than 740 entries, and the 
different productions sent in were of the best descrip- 
tion. To give an idea of the show when compared 
with others, it is only necessary to say that the quantity 
exhibited at the late show in the Botanic Garden, Bel- 
fast, might have been carried away out of the Newtown- 
ards show, and scarcely be missed. The quality and 
quantity of articles shown reflected the highest credit on 
the town of Newtownards and its neighbourhood. 

The attendance on the occasion was as remarkable 
as the show itself. The premises were crowded during 
the greater part of the day. The train which left 
Belfast at two o’clock conveyed several hundreds to the 
show, and, when they arrived, it was almost impossible 
to gain fadmission. Those present included a large 
number of the nobility and gentry of the surrounding 
district, amongst whom were:—The Marquis and 
Marchioness of Londonderry ; Lord Powerscourt; A.

Work was 
plentiful just now, and the strike, in his opinion, was an 
excuse for idleness. He made an order for payment of 
the amount, with costs. During the proceedings in 
court there were a number of men present who were 
similarly situated as the defendant in consequence of 
the strike, who were apparently much astonished and 
confounded at the judge’s decision. 

Traction Engine FOR Inp1a.— A traction engine 
(Boydell’s patent), ordered by the Government of India 
for use inBombay,was tested on Wednesday at East Acton, 
in the presence of several engineers ard a gentleman sent 
down by the Gevernment to witness the experiment. 
The road selected for the trial was the bridle-lane leading 
from East Acton to Friar’s-place, and, notwithstanding 
the heavy state of the ground caused by the rains, the 
most sanguine expectations of the inventors were realised.

Acting Inspector Craven 
and Sergeant Smith, in their joint depositions, stated 
that they proceeded on Thursday to the residence of 
Anne Kavenagh, in Cole’s-lane, and made inquiry re- 
specting the aforesaid property ; at the same time, they 
produced some sheets, and stated to her the circum- 
stances of the robbery; but she said she had never 
seen or heard anything about it. On the same even- 
ing they went tothe residence of Hugh Blayney, in 
West Kssex-street, where they found a quantity of this 
property. They subsequently proceeded to the store of 
Peter Sheehan, and exhibitedto him some of the sheets, 
when he stated that he had no recollection of having 
purchased any of them. The officers then demanded an 
account of the property he had sold to Mr. O’Neil, of 
Wood-quay, in last June, when he stated that he had 
purchased it from Mrs. Kavenagh, a neighbour. Mrs. 
Kavenagh was then brought into his preseuce, but he 
stated that she was not the person who sold him the 
property. Mrs. Kavanagh herself then voluntarily 
stated that she had on several occasions sold him waste 
and soiled paper. The officers then brought both parties 
to Sackville-place station, and charged them with receiv- 
ing the stolen property, whereupon Mrs. Kavanagh said 
she knew the woman who sold her the paper. From the 
information shethen gave, the officers proceeded to Ba- 
chelors’-walk, on Thursday night, and arrested Mary 
Murray. When brought to the station-house Kavanagh 
at once stated that she was one of the persons who sold 
her the paper, but when examined betore the magis- 
trates, Mary Murray at first said she knew nothing 
about the property.

Loss oF THE Bria Srrancer.—lIntelligence has 
been received of the loss of the brig Stranger, Captain 
Cort, of Jersey. She left Colombo, Ceylon, on the Ist 
of May, with a general cargo, for Liverpool. Shortly 
after her departure she met with a succession of very 
heavy gales, which caused her to leak. On the (8th of 
June the leak still increased, when a fearful hurricane 
assailed the Stranger; the sea was making a complete 
breach over her, sweeping her decks and threatening to 
wash the crew away, who were lashed to the pumps. 
The ship laboured so much that the leak increased, and 
shortly afterwards the pumps got choked. From this 
date down to the 21st the weather had not improved, 
and there was then five feet of water in the hold. “The 
Stranger was settling down by the head, and heeling 
over, and threatening at times to capsize. Her boats 
had all been washed away or destroyed, and the position 
of her captain and crew was perilous in the extreme. 
Still, notwithstanding all the hardships and privations 
they had gone through, they worked the pumps man- 
fully. When almost all hope had deserted them, a sail 
hove in sight, and soon bore down upon them. She 
proved to be the Australia, of Oldenburg, from London 
for the East Indies. There were then seven feet of water 
in the Stranger’s hold, and the Australia remained by 
her all night. On the following morning, the weather 
again becoming threatening, the crew were transferred 


wards Captain Cort and his officers also abandoned their 
ship, which had then nine feet of water in her hold. 
The abandonment took place in lat. 35.2 S., long. 2.92 
E., off the Cape of Good Hope. The Australia landed 
the crew on the Island of Johnna, one of the Comoro 
group, where the protest was made before her Majesty s 
consul there. ‘The next day the captain, his mate, and 
the apprentice (the remainder of the crew being kept by 
the consul, to be forwarded home in an English vessel, 
loading there) proceeded in the Australia for Kurrachee, 
but, owing to the boisterous weather, in which she also 
sprang a leak, she bore up for Bombay, where she a 
rived on the 2nd of May. The Stranger was insured it 
the Jersey Mutual Insurance Society for shipping.
